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Cheap Parcels Post In Europe. 


. It Is apparent from the postmaster 
general's annual report that the post- 
office department is seriously consider- 
ing a parcels post system for this coun- 
try suoli as effete Europe lias for many 
years enjoyed. 
Mr. Wynne's recom- 


mendation that rural free delivery car- 
riers be authorized to deliver along 
their routes packages of merchandise 
•of not more than five pounds in weight 
at a cost of 3 cents a pound is not much 
of a concession, hut it is a step in the 
right direction. 


In the United States under the exist- 


ing postal laws no package weighing 
over four pounds may be sent through 
the mails^ and the charge is 10 cents a 
pound. In Germany the postoffice will 
carry an eleven pound package any dis- 
tance up to forty-six miles for 0 cents 
and to any place in the empire for 12 
cents. In Berlin alone during the ten 
days preceding Christinas 50,000 pack- 
ages a day were delivered. The reve- 
nue from the German percels post 
amounts to nearly $15,000,000. For 10 
cents the British postoffice wi\\ trans- 
port a three pound parcel from any 
house in the pnited Kingdom to any 
other house •within the same limits. 
Furthermore, the competition of the 
postoffice departments in Germany and 
Great Britain results in a much lower 
railroad and express company tariff 
for parcels than obtains in the United 
States. 
. The Great Eastern railway of Eng- 
land carries within 120 miles of Lon- 
don a package under twenty pounds in 
-weight for 8 cents, with 2 cents more 
for each additional pound up to sixty, 
the charge for a sixty pound package 
being 1 shilling. 


*Fwo Annies Living In "Dugouts." 


Two immense cities, differing only 


& the character of their inhabitants, 
hare come into being within a day's 
march of Mukden. With the thermom- 
eter at 10 degrees beJow zero and bliz- 
zards raging the most o£ the time, 
human beings could not live in tents, 
so the Russian and Japanese soldiers 
have gone back to the primitive age of 
man and taken refuge in "dugouts," 
like those known to American pioneers 
a generation ago. 


A series of steps leads from the sur- 


face, the hole itself being covered over 
with a sort of trapdoor, which can be 
left open when the sun is shining. The 
furniture comprises a rude oven and 
hearth, a mass of straw and a cooking 
utensil or two. 
Ventilation is secured 


by means of an earthen chimney. The 
product which go.es by the name of 
coal in Manchuria is extracted from 
neighboring mines and is said to afford 
sufficient warmth. The surface of the 
earth above these underground cities 
is said to afford little indication of the 
immense 
populations 
beneath. The

fortable, although English correspond- 
ents represent Kuropatkin's men as 
being shoeless and ragged, hungry and 
dirty.

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REVOLUTION IN RUSSIA

St. Petersburg, Jan. 23.—(Noon.)—

St. Petersburg, Jan. 23—The trag- 


edy enacted Sunday before the palace 
and

streets has 


aroused intense indignation through- 
out the Russian empire. The revolu- 
tionists are expecting demonstrations 
InMoscow and in all industrial centers. 
'A prominent member of the emper- 
or's household is quoted as saying that 
this conflict will end the war with 
Japan and that Russia will have a con- 
stitution, or Emperor Nicholas -will 
?OBB his' bead. The Wassaw and Baltic 
railroad is reported to have been torn 
iii> for a mile and a half, but the dam- 
age is said to have been repaired. 
There are rumors of trouble in Fin- 
land and disaffection of the troops. It 
is reported also that Father Gopon has 
been arrested.

' Sunday was a day of terror in St. 


Petersburg. Strikers, goaded to des- 
peration by a day of violence, fury and 
Bloodshed, are in a state of open in- 
surrection against the government. A 
condition almost bordering on civil 
•war exists In the terror-stricken Rus 
Eian capital. The city is under martial 
law, with Prince Vassilchikoff as com- 
mander of over 50,000 of the emperor's 
crack guards. Troops are camping in 
the streets and at various places on 
tne Nevsky. prospect, the main thor- 
oughfare of the city. In the industrial 
sections infuriated men have thrown 
up barricades, which they are holding. 
The empress dowager has hastily 
sought" safety at Tsarskoe Selo, where 
Emperor Nicholas II is living. 


Czar's Bloody Reply. 


Minister of the Interior Sviatopolk- 


THirsky presented to his majesty the 
Invitation ot the workmen to appear sfct 
the winter palace Sunday afternoon 
and receive their petition, but the em- 
perpr's advisers already had taken a 
decision to show a firm and resolute 
front, and the emperor's answer to 
100,000 workmen trying to make their 
way to the palace square tras a solid 
array of troops who met them with 
rifle, bayonet and saber. The priest 
Gopon, the leader and idol of the men, 
in his golden vestments, holding aloft 
the cross and marching^it the head of 
thousands of workmen through the 
Narva gate, miraculously escaped a 
volley which laid low half a hundred 
persons. The figures of the total num- 
ber killed or wounded here, at the lies 
cow gate, at various bridges and isl- 
ands and at the winter palace, vary. 
The best estimate is 500. although 
there are exaggerated figures placing 
the number as high as s.OOO.

which left no time for discrimination, 
the latter shared the fate of the men. 
The troops, with the pxceplon of a 
single K'giuient, which Is reported to 
have tin own down its arms, remained 
loyal and obeyed orders. 
But the 


blood which crimsoned the snow has 
fired the brains and passions of tho 
strikers and turned women as well as 
men into wild beastB. aud the cry of 
the Infuriated populace Is for ven- 
;eance. 


The military authorities had a firm 


grip on every artery in the city. At 
daybreak guards, regiments, cavalry 
and infantry held every bridge across 
the frozen Neva, the network of canals 
which interlaces the city and the gates 
leading from the industrial section, 
while in the palace square, at the 
storm center, were massed dragoon 
regiments, infantry and Cossacks of 
the guards. Barred from the bridges 
and gates, men, women and children 
rosscd the frozen river and the canals 
on the ice by twos and threes, hurry- 
ing to the palace square, where they 
were sure the emperor would be pres- 
ent to hear them. But the street ap- 
proaches to the square were cleared 
by volleys and Cossack charges. Men 
and women, infuriated to frenzy by 
the loss of loved ones, cursed the sol- 
diers while they retreated. 
Men 


harangued the crowds, telling them 
that the emperor had foiled them and 
that the time had come to act. Men 
began to build barricades in the Nev- 
sky prospect and at other points, using 
any material that came to hand, and 
even chopping down telegraph poles. 


Fighting 
meantime continued at 


various places, soldiers volleying and 
charging the mob. The whole city was 
in a state of panic. Women were run 
ning through the streets seeking lost 
members of their families. Several 
barricades were carried by the troops. 
Toward 8 o'clock in the evening the 
crowds, exhausted, began to disperse, 
leaving the military in possession. As 
they retreated up the Nevsky prospect 
the workmen put out all the lights. 
The little chapel at the Narva gate 
was wrecked. On the Kaminostov isl- 
and all the lights were extinguished. 
Every officer wearing the uniform of 
the emperor who was found alone was 
mobbed 
A general was killed on the 


Nicholas bridge and a dozen officers 
were seized, stripped of their epaulets 
and deprived of their swords.- 


Hundreds Shot Down. 


There was a very dramatic scene at 


the Narva gate when Father Gopon, in 
golden vestments, bearing aloft an 
ikon and flanked by two clergymen 
carrying religious banners, approached 
at the head of a procession of 8,000 
workmen. Troops 
were drawn up 


across the entrance. Several times an 
officer called upon the procession to 
stop, but Father Gopon did not falter. 
Then an order was given to fire, first 
with blank cartridges. The volleys 
rang out, but the line still did not 
waver. Then, with seeming reluctance, 
an officer gave the command to load 
with ball, and the next volley was fol- 
lowed by shrieks and cries of the 
wounded. As the Cossacka. followed 
up the volley with a charge the work- 
men fled before them, leaving about 
100 dead or wounded. It was evident 
that the soldiers deliberately spared 
Father Gopon." One of the clergymen 
by his side was wounded, but he es- 
caped untouched and hid behind a wall 
until the Cossacks passed, and he was 
soon spirited away by workmen. 


It is rumored that M. Witte will be 


appointed dictator, but the report is 
not confirmed. The authorities, while 
they seem to realize the magnitude of 
the crisis with which the dynasty and 
the autocracy are confronted on ac- 
count of the day's events, apparently 
are paralyzed for the moment. 


The most harrowing scenes of Sun- 


dayoccurred around the palace square. 
The square itself presented the ap- 
pearance of a military encampment. 
i 
•> crowd of strikers in and outside 


admiralty gardens continued to 
hourly, swelled by arrivals from 


the Nevsky prospect, which touches 
upon the boulevard skirting the gar- 
dens. The strikers manned and held 
a small edifice at the corner of the 
gardens and poured out constant ob- 
jurgations and reproaches at the 
troops. It was in vain that officers re- 
quested them to disperse. 


Charged the .Mob. 


Nothing at that time indicated the 


order, but the crowcfs refused to dls.- 
perse and several volleys were fired 
and a number of people were killed. 
Half a dozen pollcemenwere surround- 
ed by a crowd in a neighboring street. 
The policemen drew their revolvers 
and fired, and one of them was killed 
by a comrade's misdirected fire. 


Barricades Stormed. 


The first barricades were construct- 


ed at Vasslli, Ostrov Island, where 
fighting occurred later, resulting in 
the killing of 30 of the defenders of 
the barricades. The strikers, driven 
from the river front, had gathered in 
front of thw union headquarters, out of 
sight'of the soldiery. Buzzing like a. 
nest of angry hornets, a hundred men 
brandished handleless sabers they se- 
cured from some junkshop,which were 
the only weapons seen in the hands of 
the strikers during tho day. Otheis 
swarrned up poles and cut down tele- 
graph, telephone and electric light 
wires, which they strung from lamp 
post to lamp post across the street to 
break up charges of cavalry. At first 
none of the leaders seemed to have 
ah/ plans. Sudenly two men appeared 
carrying ladders, and others pushed 
up with more ladders, timber and lum- 
ber from 
incomplete buildings and

When the 
troops advanced the strikers lined the 
barricades and offered what resistance 
they could, but while half of the infan- 
try rested their rifles on a barricade 
and volleyed, the others demolished 
the obstruction and marched over the 
street, which was then numbered with 
50- dead or wounded lying on snow 
crimsoned with human blood.

THE DISHCLOTH. 


A Homely Subject, but an Important 


One to the Family. 


A dishcloth is a homely subject and 


a very little thing, but one that is of- 
-ten a menace to the health of tbe fam- 
ily. Nowhere should care and cleanli- 
ness be more strictly observed than in 
this homely household necessity. Don't 
use just anything for a dishcloth. No 
one can tell tvhat germs of disease 
cling to an old garment, even if it has 
been well laundered. As a rule old 
garments form the base of the formu- 
la after which the dishcloth is put to- 
gether. 


The best dishcloth is one of a 


coarse cheesecloth, made of several 
thicknesses, quilted with stout thread 
either by "hand or upon, the machine, 
and the dishcloth should be cleaned 
after each process of dishwashing 
with boiling water and dried quickly 
hi the sun if possible. The same care 
should be given the dish towel, which 
is also usually a made over utility. 


The dishcloth should not be thrown 


indiscriminately into the laundry bas- 
ket with .soiled clothing, but, with the 
towel, should be kept apart and wash- 
ed separately, that its absolute cleanli- 
ness may be assured. And when it be- 
comes frayed and unshapely it should 
be burned—burned hot and forever. 
Many a family would find less sickness 
within its midst if these homely in- 
structions were observed.
